John Dunean’s testimony corroborated 


Bob Thrift testified that W. M. Dun- 
ean, after leaving the postoffice and ap- 
proaching his home, turned over the rifle 
to him; that Jesse Altman, Cauléy Johns 
and Lon Dowling left the store and went 
in the direction of the railroad. and that 
they turned and again fired at W. M. 
Duncan, none of the shots taking effect. 
Having Dowling’s rifle he fired at them, 
but missed. Thrift testified. that Jesse 
Altman the Saturday night before the 
shooting asked him if he would like to 
give W. M. Duncan a “round -up.”’ Ask- 
ed what he meant, Altman said: 

“Kill him or run him out of the coun- 
try.” 

The state rested and Henry Davis, for 
the defense, testified that he saw Dun-- 
can as he went to the postoffice; that 
Duncan hag his rifle to his shoulder and 
that he walked up on the porch of the 
postoffice and put the muzzie of the rifle 
inside the door. After this he heard pis- 
tol shots rfom within. 

Ail the witnesses testified -seeing a 
crowd beyond the railroad, but neither 
eould identify any individual. 

After the conclusion of Davis’ testi- 
mony the hearing was adjourned til] to- 
morrow morning.

That a negro burglar would enter a 
residence in the very heart of the city 
and at such an hour as 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon was something that has caus- 
ed considerable surprise to the police, 
although there have been several bold 
burglaries reported in the city recently. 

Mrs. Eady hard the negro in a room, 
and, never dreaming it was a burglar, 
she called out to her cook to know if it 
was she. She called out two or three 
times, saying: 

“Laura, why don’t you answer me?” 

Suddenly the negro stepped into the 
room where Mrs. Eady was, and point- 
ing a pistol at her head he said: 

“You call Laura or ahybody else again 
and I'll blow out your brains.” 

Thoroughly frightened, Mrs. Hady kept 
quiet and did not raise the alarm untfl 
the negro burglar was out of the house 
and where he could not carry out his 


murderous, threat. 


The pistol which the negro had was one 
of the articles he had stolen from Mr. 
Kady’s residence. 

Call Officer Abbott investigated the 
affair, but was on the scene too late to 
get on the track of the burglar. 


Other Burglaries Reported. 

Bicycle Officer Starnes caught two 
negro burglars in the store of R. A 
Broples, corner of Whitehall and For- 
Syth streets, Monday morning about 3 
o’clock. The two negroes, Frank Payne 
and John Webb, were held by the recor- 
der yesterday in bonds of $500. 

A negro burglar was captured Saturday 
night under a bed in the Marion hotel. 
He gave his name as Garfield Jefferson, 
and was held in a $500 bond by the re- 
corder yesterday morning. 

Burglars entered the Boys’ High school 
Sunday night and attempted to break 
open the iron safe in the superintend- 
ent’s office, but failed. 

The Empire saloon, on the first floor 
of the Empire building, Wafon streef, 
was entered by burglars Sunday night 
and about $35 in cash stolen. 

Officer Starnes reported yesterday tia® 
the two negroes he captured in Broyles’ 
store were caught by two negroes and 
held until he arrived on his bicycle.
